Announcement by the Canadian 
Wheat Board that the wheat partici- 
pation certificates issued by it to the 
farmers will, it is estimated, be worth 
not less than forty cents a 
came as a welcome surprise to the 
wheat growers of the country. Peo- 
ple who have followed the operations 
of the Board were confident that these 
certificates would prove of real and 
substantial value, but they hardly ex- 
pected a forty-cent per bushel value. 
This sum, added to the initial pay- 
ment on the basis of $2.15 for No. I 
Northern at Fort William, brings the 
Canadian fixed price well above the 
guarantced minimum price in the U. 
and it’is believed by many that 
the final out-turn the average price 
received by Canadian farmers will be 
equal to the average received by the 
United States: farmers. 

The announcement means _ that 
when final settlement is made with 
the farmers for their 1919 wheat crop 
a distribution’ of something like $75,- 
000,000 will take place. The three

Land Boom in Alberta 


Dominion Land Office at Calgary Has 
Busy Season 

Notable increases are shown overt 
the corresponding month of last year 
in the returns or April of the Domin- 
ion Land Office at Calgary, Alberta, 
the net increase being $30,703.68, while 
the figures for April, 1920 are $67,065,- 
22, and for last April, $36,361.54. The 
largest .increases are shown in the 
payment pre-emption and purchased 
homesteads alone amount to more 
than $30,000 The increase is shown 
in all departments except the forestry 
branch. ; 

In April, 1919, no quartz or placer 
mining claims were® granted, but for 
April of this year 26 were applied for, 
as ‘a result of the miniature gold rush 
at Snake Creek early in April: Some 
came in on the last day of March, 
and there were 39 altogether filed on 
land south of Calgary. 

Fees for petroleum and natural. gas 
applications amounted this year to 


April, 1919, with 77 applicants, the fee 
amounted to $24,055.25. In soldier 
grant entries there were 25 for April 
as against nine for the corresponding 
month of last year. In homestcads 
19 were granted last month as against 
16 in April last year. 


Soldier Settlement’ 


Sell 69,000 Acres of Indian Lands te 
Ex-Soldiers 

Practically the whole of the 60,000 
acres of Indian reserve lands acquired 
by the soldier settlement board has 
been sold to soldier settlers, ~There 
are, however, in some of the reserves, 
a few farms to be disposed of. The 
government paid the Indians from $1@ 
to $20 an acre for the land and the 
soldier settlement board disposed of it 
at cost. 

in the case of Bobtail reserve, 6,930 
acres, the purchase price was $83,594. 
The board blocked it off into farm 
units and aprvsised each unit accord- 
ing to its comparative value, the ag- 
gregate selling price being 83,596.04, 
being $2.64 in excess of the amount 
paid the Indians for the whole reserve 
or cight cents more per farm.

Which May Restore 


London.—General Sir Neville Mac- 
ready, military commander of Ireland 
has framed new plans by which~he 
belicves better order will be establish- 
ed in Ireland shortly. Mr, Bonar Law 
announced in the house of commons 
that the plans had been approved by 
the cabinet. 

The government leader’s statement 
followed questions regarding the sen- 
sational murder of two policemen at 
Cork, and whether General Macready 
had taken steps to co-ordinate with 
the police and the ‘military forces. 

Mr. Bonar Law said that the mili- 
tary commander had already taken 
most important steps, and at a cabinet 
meeting had proposed others, which 
met with the approval of the govern- 
ment. What these steps were Mr. 
Bonar Law did not say. He declared, 
however, that the government would 
take any action which in its belief 
would.restore decent conditions. 

General Macready is at the present 
time in London for consultation with 
the officials, and the newspapers pre- 
dict important developments. In this 
connection, it is unofficially stated, 
that additional troops are to be sent 
to Ireland and that the government is 
prepared to give the Irish executive 
all assistance necessary to suppress 
lawlessness.

Eighteen Men and Seven Women Ex- 
ecuted at Jitomir by Order 
Of Commission 


Warsaw.—Eighteen men and scven 
women were executed by order of a 
Bolshevik extraordina:y commission 
in Jitomir just before the capture of 
that town in the Polish drive on Kiev, 
according to despatches from the 
front. The messages also giye de- 
tails of the alleged massacre.

Sheriff Gets Ex-Kaiser 


Imperial Throne and Trappings to be 
sold by Auction in 
New York 

Nev, York.—The Imperial German 
throne is to be sold here at auction. 
The goods of the former kaiserin and 
kaiscr and former members of the 
German Imperial family, seized from 
the Imperial palaces of Berlin and 
Munich, for unpaid bills after the em- 
peror abdicated and went to Holland, 
will be sold under the hammer here 
May 22, at one of the city’s largest 
art galleries, it was announced. 

Sixty-five pieces are in thé Imperial 
collection, which was brought here 
two weeks ago by the purchaser and 
importer, Valdemar Pevelson. He de- 
clared he had considerable difficulty 
in getting an export permit from the 
German government which was ag- 
ainst this, but he had promised to buy 
food with the net profits for resale 
in Germany. ° 

Authenticity of the art objects is 
vouched for by one of Berlin’s most 
reputable art firms. ; 

Three complete salons with porti- 
eres embossed with German eagles, 
wall hangings, rugs made to order in 
the Orient for the former kaiser, and 
antiques which have belonged to the 
Imperial German and Bavarian fami- 
lies for centuries, are said to be in- 
cluded in the collection. These sets 
of furniture were in the collection, 
the throne of red plush, embroidered 
with Prussia eagles, also, are adver- 
tised. for sale. . 

According to Mr. Pevelson, the ex- 
kaiser was not always prompt about 
paying his bills, Immediately upon 
his flight to Holland, patience was ex- 
hausted and creditors seized house- 
hold belongings in payment for the 
accounts. :

Dr. Parfitt said there were 35,684 
Canadian soldiers. killed in action in 


‘five years, while the number of deaths 


from tuberculosis in five years was 
42, 920. ‘

during five and three-quarter years 
to April 30, 1920. The incidence ratio 
per thousand in five years was 501.

Rough-riding Westerner Talks~Abont 
Royalty. 

Pictures of the country’s recent 
guest, the Prince of Wales, engaged 
in assistant cow punching in the 
West and riding a Western saddle 
in the Western fashion, have been 
generally printed in the newspapers. 
Perhaps even in this age of automo- 
biles there are horsemen enough still 
left to share the interest in the ex- 
hibition expressed by a Canadian 
writing in the Daily Mail of London. 

“Yesterday,” he writes, “I was 
comparing a photograph of the Prince 
of Wales taken in Hyde Park and 
another of him taken during his tour 
in Canada. In the first he sits an 
Irish hunter on an English hunting 
saddle. He has the seat of a born 
cavalier. In the second he sits a 
Canadian bronco on a California 
stock saddle (a stock saddle has a 
high cantle, a horn, and is ridden 
with a long stirrup). His heels are 
up and he its ‘all of a hump.’ 

‘‘Horsemen in Canada smiled in- 
dulgently at the prince’s father when, 
as the Duke of Cornwall and York, 
he made similar tour to the one his 
son recently made and first put leg 
across Canadian horsefiesh, English- 
men could not sit a horse, they pro- 
claimed. They were all right for 
hacking about, but when it came to 
riding—real riding—they were not 
in it, 

“I recall well the day the riding 
master strode into the Royal North- 
west Mounted Police stables at Re- 
gina ond announced that he was look- 
ing for a high-stepper to carry the 
heir to the throne.

“I was in the fougn-riding squad 
at the time, and we paraded a few 
of the ‘perfect ladies’ that we had 
in the stables, He chose a bay mare 
who had brains enough to do almost 
anything except talk, and told me to 
school her and get her into shape 
for royalty. 

“Some weeks later the duke—to- 
day’s King—rode through the lines 
on that same little bronco and in- 
spected the Northwest Mounted Po- 
lice. He inspected us casually, I am 
afraid, for she was giving him a lot 
to do. He did not understand the 
stock saddle and the bitting. 

‘‘We, on the other hand, inspected 
his Royal Highness critically. We 
liked his horse but we did not ap- 
prove of his seat. Englishmen cer- 
tainly could not sit a horse. 

“Many years later we came to the 
war. And we saw Englishmen, many 
of them sitting on horses. At first we 
were inclined to sneer. There was 
nothing about the management nor 
the handling of horses they could 
teach us. 

“But we worked side by side with 
crack British cavalry regiments, and 
they kept their horses in as good fet- 
tle as we did, and seemed to make 
longer marches with as little fatigue. 
we began to wonder if, after all, there 
might not be something in the Eng- 
lish seat and the English saddle, 

“Finally our lot got cut up a bit 
and for reinforcements we got 
Household Cavalry horses with uni- 
versal saddles.

More settlers are coming into Sas- 
katchewan fram the United States this 
spring that at any time since the out- 
break of war, according to figures’ that 
have been received by local C.P.R.
